ASK FOR FURTHER INVESTIGATION. I

Dr. Me(!ormiek"s friends tu . that 
he is the victim of a conspiracy, 
and he has refused to resign. It is 
said that the governor may re- 
move him without any further 
investigation, but the local board 
of commissioners has registered 
a protest against such action.

Childs, who was the matron, and 
her husband some days ago partly 
because of their incompetency 
and partly because Ot their at- 
tacks upon me. I do not know- 
what report Mr. Mines made to 
the governor, or whether the 
latter intends to remove me."
